REPORT STATE TAX COMMISSION, 1914. 


INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES. 


No power has constituted the members of the tax commis- 
sion guardians of the public in respect to expenditures for 
the support of government, and they have no disposition 
to assume that role. Nevertheless, ‘‘economy being a most 
essential virtue in all states,’’ and it being ‘“‘the duty of 
legislators and magistrates * * * to countenance and 
inculcate the principles of * * * economy,’’ all as set 
forth in the constitution of this state, the commissioners 
believe themselves to be amply justified in urging, as they 
have so often urged before, the importance of this subject 
upon the voters of the state. The public revenue, state 
and municipal, is the voters’ business and they are respon- 
sible, directly or indirectly, for every extravagance affect- 
ing it from the inception to the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public authority 
upon people or property is in the broad sense of the term’ 
a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burdensome if called 
a fee or a fine. In the figures that follow, therefore, all 
fees, fines, and other exactions, if any, are included with 
the taxes upon polls and estates. To illustrate the com- 
parative importance of the two classes, it may be said that 
the taxes upon polls and estates represent about 95 per 
cent. and all other income about 5 per cent. of the total 
revenue of the state, and of the counties, cities, towns, 
districts and precincts therein. 
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Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and 
bounds in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes 
assessed by and within the state of New Hampshire was 
$5,373,420.22: in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of 
$3,391,618.85, or 63 per cent., in ten years. But these 
figures do not adequately represent the velocity the upward 
movement has now attained. To show that it is necessary 
to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 was $924,- 
388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 1903, while that in 
1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. greater than in 
1908. By so much did the advance in the last half of said 
period exceed that in the first half. These figures will be 
the more alarming if it is remembered that while taxes 
already sufficiently heavy were advancing 63 per cent., the 
population of the state increased only about 414 per cent., 
and while the one was advancing 39 per cent., the other 
increased only about 214 per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another angle. 
In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the 
annual increase in all taxes defined and limited as above 
was as follows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
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however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the 
middle and considering the halves separately. For the 
first five years the average annual increase was $184,877.76 ; 
for the last five years it was $493,446.01. It is surely per- 
tinent to consider how long the little state of New Hamp- 
shire, almost stationary in wealth, can sustain a tax already 
burdensome and increasing at the rate of practically half 
a million dollars a year without crippling her industries 
and impoverishing her people. Plainly it is a condition 
not calculated to attract capital from without the state or 
to encourage business within the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less 
disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes 
for each man, woman and child in the state. Five years 
later there were assessed $14.75 for each individual, and 
in five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been equally 
distributed among all the people it would have meant a 
burden of $100 for each family of five members. Though 
in reality there was little such equality in the assessment 
there was much in the payment. The fact is that those who 
occupy, use or consume property, no matter who owns it, 
are those who in the last analysis pay most, if not all, of the 
taxes thereon. If the wage earner or the man of limited 
means understood he was in reality paying something like 
$100 a year in state and municipal and half as much more 
in federal taxes for the government of himself, his wife 
and three children his influence and his vote would more 
frequently make for economy in appropriations and ex- 
penditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above para- 
graphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand except 
in part.

A delightful call from Mr. and Mrs. John Sleeper, of 
Concord, one afternoon in the summer, will be remembered 
with pleasure, and their splendid gift of the history of 
Concord in two volumes.

As indicated in the report of 1914, the lbrary reached 
its fifth year of service in June. It is a matter, then, of 
some consequence that we consider with especial care the 
particular achievements and the particular needs of the 
institution at this time. The following items seem to the 
librarian of greatest consequence, some of them looking 
to the advantage and some to the disadvantage of a 
community of readers. 

In comparison with larger and older libraries there is 
an unusually large preponderance of current fiction upon 
the shelves. This has come about almost of necessity, 
because of the strenuous demands of many constant 
readers. It is the belief of your librarian, after consulta- 
tion with several important lbrarians, that a larger pro- 
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portion of the funds should be expended in works of 
more permanent value. In accordance with this belief, 
an effort was made to obtain catalogues of bargain values 
from responsible book dealers, which might bring to us, 
within the reach of our funds, certain important purchases 
last year. The first of these purchases was made in No- 
vember from Lauriat & Co., of Boston, of a superior and 
permanent set of George Eliot at a relatively small price. 
It is also important that certain standard reference books 
be supplied to the students of the community. | One of 
these books has recently been added, ‘‘Who’s Who in 
America,’’ supplying brief biographical data of a large 
number of prominent and successful Americans. 

Among the most important works of non-fiction which 
have been added this year are the school classics for 
voung children, ‘‘My Larger Edueation,’’ continuing 
‘‘Up from Slavery,’’ Booker Washington’s Autobi- 
ography, and ‘‘ Mexico, the Wonderland of the South.’’ 

I wish to acknowledge courtesies received from Concord, 
Arlington (Mass.) and Stoneham (Mass.) public lbraries, 
with thanks to all the trustees.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Perhaps a word of explanation concerning our school 
finances will not be amiss, as many of our citizens wonder 
how we can use so much money in the maintenance of 
so few schools with a registration of less than 100 pupils. 
We regret exceedingly that our pupils are so few, but it 
can be readily seen that the cost of running a school is 
the same whether that school has a membership of:6 or 16. 
The cost of repairs on school houses to keep them, from 
going to waste is the same when closed as when in use. 
It costs as much, or even more, to warm an empty school- 
house as a full one. And the cost of officers, including 
superintendent, is identically the same for 100 pupils as 
it would be for four times that number. There is only 
one remedy that we can see for this excessive cost per 
pupil, and that is to furnish more children. 

We are gratified to report, however, that for the first 
time in many years our bills are practically all paid to 
date, whereas heretofore they have usually been several 
hundred dollars behind. But in order to remain free 
from debt and maintain a creditable number of weeks 
of school we must continue to raise extra money as here- 
tofore, and we would urge every parent and citizen in- 
terested in the welfare of our children to be present at 
the school meeting and see that this is done. 

Notwithstanding the small number of our pupils, we be- 
lieve we have reason to be proud of our schools. The 
reports we get from high schools and academies to which 
they go show our pupils to be well abreast with those of 
other towns. 

The prize winners in declamation in New Hampton In- 
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stitution and Colby College are proof that some of our 
scholars, at least, are learning how to read, and the class 
leader in Tilton Seminary and the high rank of those in 
other high schools indicate that their elementary train- 
ing Was not wholly wanting. 

We believe that we have been especially fortunate the 
past year in securing exceptionally good teachers. Sev- 
eral of our best past teachers have been retained and 
others of unusual ability and energy have been procured 
to fill vacancies of those resigned. 

Altogether the relations between superintendent, schol 
board, teachers and parents have been pleasant, har- 
monious and progressive, and we extend thanks to all 
who have had an interest in our school affairs.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Loudon: 


I submit herewith to you and to the citizens of Loudon 
my fifth annual report as superintendent of schools. In 
all, six such reports have been submitted. 

Statistics generally afford dry reading, but they are 
often suggestive and illuminating if carefully studied. 
I call your attention to the statistical table accompanying 
this report. You will note that our school year has been 
thirty weeks, as last year. I trust that the time may soon 
come When a longer school year may be acceptable to 
those directly concerned. When it becomes acceptable 
and desired, it will no doubt be provided for. Our pupils 
entering higher schools are provided with a school year 
of from thirty-eight to forty weeks, while the children in 
the Loudon schools are granted but thirty. I presume 
that there is no intended discrimination. 

Our attendance in general has been excellent. The per 
cent. for the whole town could hardly be expected to be 
much higher, However, in certain spots there have been 
serious lapses. It is with pleasure that I call attention to 
the record at the Osborne school during the last two 
terms. The attendance has been nearly perfect. We 
have materially reduced the number of our tardinesses. 
But one school has a poor record in this particular. 

The failure of the teacher who was engaged for the 
grammar room at the village to keep her appointment at 
the opening of the spring term suggested the possibility 
of the uniting the grammar and primary schools, as the 
numbers had become much reduced. It was decided to 
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try this experiment, and Mrs. Hackett consented to take 
the enlarged school. Her success during the spring term 
was creditable. The numbers having been still further 
reduced during the summer, the arrangement was con- 
tinued, and Mrs. Bertha L. Tasker has since been in charge 
of the school. Since the opening in September a larger 
number have been registered at the Pearl school than at 
the Village. Unless conditions very much change there 
seems to be no good reason for opening the second room. 

We have had fewer changes in our teaching force this 
year than usual. This is fortunate. The new teachers 
who came to us in the fall,—_namely, Miss Watkins at the 
Yellow, Miss Kendall at the White, and Miss Wardwell at 
Clough Hill—have done well. None of these teachers had 
had any experience. At no previous time since I have 
been connected with your schools has the Yellow school 
been so deserving of commendation as during this last 
year. The difficulty of securing acceptable teachers is 
little appreciated by those who do not directly face the 
problem. We pay an average salary of a little over $8.50 
per week. This in itself may not seem unreasonable. We 
hire the teacher for thirty weeks in the year. Her income 
averages $255 per year. It ought to be readily seen that 
the place or situation offering thirty-five or more weeks’ 
work will be given preference over the position offering 
but thirty. That side of the problem is not often con- 
sidered by the public. In more ways than one our short 
school year works to our disadvantage. 

The transportation problem has been largely eliminated. 
We are now transporting the children on Pleasant Street 
to the White school, and two or three pupils to the Village 
school who live at a considerable distance. 

Through the generosity and perseverance of Mr. A. L. 
Osgood, a prize speaking contest was made possible at 
_the close of the schools in June. Mr. Osgood’s interest in 
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public speaking led him to offer substantial prizes to be 
contested for by the pupils in the Loudon schools. The 
children and teachers entered heartily into the work of 
preparation. Fine weather and the natural interest of 
the people in the work of the children brought out an 
enthusiastic crowd. The town hall was packed. All the 
contestants acquitted themselves very ecreditably. The 
affair was a success from every viewpoint. It was an 
excellent experience for the children who participated, 
and for the other children as well. It brought together 
at a single school event very many of the people of the 
town, and this in itself can not fail to be of benefit to 
the schools. All credit is due Mr. Osgood for his thought, 
his generosity and for carrying the idea through so sue- 
cessfully. I believe it would be a fine thing if such a 
contest might be made an annual feature. 

I presume we are all mindful of the effort which is 
being made in many quarters to bring the schools and the 
homes into closer touch and greater cooperation. The 
task of educating the boys and girls is not for the schools 
to assume alone. They can assume but a part of the 
burden. The home has an equally important part. The 
home and the school have mutual interests and they are 
mutually responsible in this business of training the chil- 
dren. And they are bound to cooperate, to be mutually 
helpful and mutually sympathetic, if the thing is to be 
successfully done. There is one agency which has been 
found to be a strong force in bringing about this codpera- 
tion and better understanding. I refer to the parent- 
teacher associations. Organizations of teachers, parents 
and all interested citizens are being formed in many 
places. They afford an opportunity for the people to 
get acquainted with the teachers. Meeting once a month, 
questions relating to school and community conditions 
are discussed. Everyone has an opportunity to express 
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his ideas. The matter is seen from various angles. Mutual 
sympathy and the better understanding between the home 
and the school for which we are working are pretty sure 
to be developed. The mere getting together of the people 
in a rural community to talk over in a friendly, open- 
minded way would not fail to be productive of much 
good. I believe there is a place for such an organization 
in Loudon. 

It may not be unwise for me to repeat a recommenda- 
tion of last year. I believe it would be of great benefit 
to our schools if the school board were to have regular 
meetings. There are continually arising matters which 
need the consideration of the board as a board. A frank 
discussion is always helpful. The superintendent would 
be in a much better position to carry out the wishes of 
the board if he could ascertain through conference just 
what those wishes were. He could also, by means of 
meetings, keep the board better informed of just how 
things appeared to him to be progressing in the schools. 
Some misunderstandings would be avoided. I hope it 
may be possible for such meetings to be held this coming 
year. 

In the neighboring town of Gilmanton there was held last 
year, in connection with the schools and as a part of the 
extension work of the New Hampshire College, a potato 
growing contest. I presume that was as sensible and 
quite as practical as a spelling contest. Similar contests 
were held in several towns of the state. They are be- 
coming quite the common thing among school children in 
many of the states. There is a suggestion herein for us. 

Our school buildings are in reasonable repair. Some 
of them need freshening. Blackboards are in poor con- 
dition, especially at the Brown school. A schoolroom 
should be reasonably clean. No good housewife would 
be content with a yearly washing of the kitchen floor. ‘A 
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schoolroom should be attractive. The walls of most of 
our rooms are bare of suitable pictures. I wish each 
local community might interest itself in providing means 
for meeting this need. 

I have made during the year one hundred fifty-seven 
visits to Loudon schools. I have attended several meet- 
ings of teachers and superintendents in the interests of 
the schools of this district.
